BULLING THE PRICE OF GOLD,
From the N, ¥. Trilune,

The Treasury holds a surplus of at least sixty
millions of gold, which ought long slnce to have
been used to pay off putilic debt, and thus reduce
our sununl burden of Interest, That gold \wm_ltl
once since we held it have bought elghty mil-
lions of six per cents.; it would still buy over
geventy mili}uua. The sooncr it Is employed
“for the purchase or puyment” of bonds, ns the
Iaw directs, the botter for tho publie interest.
Such o housrd, lving dead, makes gold searce nnd
bonds plrmnui in the channuls "f. Linslness,
whereas it s the puliic interest, in view of the
firgent necd of funding our dobt at lower ratés
of Interest, that gald should nhound and l}lfllflﬁ
be scarce. The Treasury stands in lL-‘I‘ own light
in nllowing n dollar of ¢oin beyoud Its current
poods to rost in the Trensury,

The operators for o rise have managed to put
up the premium on gold; and this they can .ltfl
g long ae the Treasury backs them by hoarding
rold, Every dollar thus hoarded is earvied for
their bonesit.  If the Treasury held but ten mil-
llona of coln, they could not Keep up gold Lo
anviling like 1ta present preminm, But,
Jong as the Treasury bolds on (o one hundred
millione, they can manage and manipulate the
residue with enso. )

Putting up the preminm on gold is playing
right futo the hands of the Secretary, assuming
thit he wishes to use his surplus coin to reduce
the publie debt,  If he ean sell gold ot 140 and
buy bonds at 115, every milllon of his cash will
buy up over oue milllon and o quarter of bonds,
J1¢ ought to thank the gamblers for helping him
to s0 favorable an opportunity, and Improve iL
to the utmost, Instead of one milllon of bonds
per week, he shonld buy up five, ten, filteen,
twonty millions—all that he can get at auything
like the present prices of bonds and gold respec-
tively, We do not belleve he will ever ngain soe
a week wherein ten milllong of gold will buy up
g0 large an amount of bonds ag at this moment.
He should buy—buy—bny—so long as $1,000,000
in gold will purchnse $1,100,000 of the national
debt and he bas o surplus of gold to sell.  Such,
we cannot doubt, is his intention. He may buy
but 81,000,000 this week: but, if the great dis-
arity between gold and bonds shall continue,

L- will buy more and more bonds from woek to
week hereafter, 8o crowd up the premium on
coin, Messrs. Gold Gamblers! go that our gold
ghall serve 10 wipe out as muny bonds ns pos-
sible!

BOUTHERN STATE INDEBTEDNESS AND
THE CARPET-BAG LEGISLATURES.

of interest.  These carpet-bigrers have little or
no interest in the welfare of the people among
whom they are sojourting further than to make
the most money possible out of them. If they can

tate bonds for its ald or reliefi aud so heap
up the State indebtedness. The past due interest
35 left to eare for itzelf or is paid by the pawun-
Prokerage of new bonds.  The securities of our
Southern States are far below their real value,
Their oppressive, speculating lawmakers sit
brooding upon their erodit and warn away legi-
timate investment. With the advantages which
the whole region of the South possesses for he-
coming wealthy, not only through its agricul-
tural products of cotton, tohneco, and sugar, but
throueh its immense water-powor and manufne-
turlng facilities, it ought to rival the Eastern
Brates, and its eredit be as good asthat of Mas-
gachusetts.

its State overnmments,  When these same men

ENGLAND AND THE UNITED 8TATES.

The London Spectalor appronches Mr, Bumner
very closely In politieal bias, Its Intense anti-
alnvery foeling, among other things, kept it
durlong the Southern Rebelllon in an attltudo of
frimuﬁlnilﬂa towards the North and uafelendli-
ness towards the Sonth. What it aays of Mr.
Bumner's apeceh has, therefore, "ilH:!"l:lE intorest.
The point and purpaose of a long article thareon,
In its bssue of Moy 1, nre to enforee the distine-
tHon it drivws botween the moral enlpabillty and
the legal culpability of England towards the
United States.

Firat, as to moral culpnbility. The Spectator
admits that the tone of Parlisment and of the
uppormost strntuin of the FEaglish people was,
at the beginning of our elvil war, in the highost
degree nnfriendly o us of the North; thot the
furnishing, fitting out, and escaping of the
Alabama and other craisers constituted a symp-
tom of this deliberate unfrlendliness; that
another symptom was the confidence with which
the Bouth applied for a Joan In London, and {or
the ships and munltions of war in which they
invested the loan which they obtalned; that this
unfriendliness of the aristocracy and middle
classes townrds the North daunted the Minlstry
“in its rather hesitating and tremulons attemyit
ta preserve o friendly attitude towanrds the Goy-
ernment of the United Swttes;” and floally, that
had our case been theirs—had the upper erist of
the United States expressed its hearty sympithy
with an Irizh rebellion, raised o loan for it and
sent out j'I’i\.ll.l‘.t'I". under an Irish flag to scour
the geas in search of British commoerce—ilioy
should in all probability have either declared
wur with the United States, or, if deterred from
that course by a mere prodent ealenlation  of
consequences, still have been thoroughly dis-
inclined to condone the offense and resutne cor-
dinl Internaddonal relatlons with the United
States without extracting from our Government
something more than a dry contraet to refe
the legal eladms of njured Individuals to arbi-
troation.

All this, snve the Spoctator, 1s moral eulpabi-
lity, theinflictionof moral damage, nnd tot 1o be
treated in snyscnse as o question of pecuninry
damage,  For this moral wrong we are entitled
to un apology and expresasion of regret, but not
to sdditional reparation in money.

Secondly, 08 to legal culpability.  Of such was
the case of the Leopard boarding the Clhiesnpeake,

violate the rules of International law in the
Alabumn ¢ase or that of her If the
arbitrator decides aguinst England, then let s
commission ussess the damage.  Bot, il that
declsion is made, England cannuot, and will not,
confess her Jeenl culpability.

CLAIMS,

It 1= very elear that the London press hns mns
terinlly changed the tone of s comment unon
Mr. Sumner's "iﬂ‘l'l‘li, in one particulnr, . ™
first Indignant outery, on the recoption of that
specch, was that Ameriea hind made fresh pocus
nlary demands, preposterous in thelr amonnt,
The London Times figured them at oxnctly
£422,000,0000  the London News ot about £500. -
000,000; the London Herald sy u sum canlyvalent
to our nationnl debt; and so on., We, on this
side of the water, know very well that our
people have never expeoied, nevor Ve dreamod,
of noy such demands beinge presented, much
lusa pald. Before Mr, Sumner's speech, nobody
ever broached such nproposition.  The ideas that
Great Britain had wronged this country Uy tho
fssne of the Queen's proel unntion, T '15‘:‘.],
wiis generally held, thongh not n few influ-
entinl journals and public men denled that
weition, and denled algo that, In any case,
L had anything whatever to do witly the Aln-
batig elnime. But even the more popidar theory
did not pretend that this alleged wrong coulid he
made the subject of pecuniary damnges. 1t wis
never imagined that, however thoe war may have
been “‘prolonged by British sympathy” with the

insurgents, or hy the over-prompt secordance to
them of belligerent rights, these matters woere

o another for that ship, the very vigor
of his statomaonts these points galoed ap-
pianse for the entire speech, thoueh Lo the
whaole diplomatic discupssion’ hitherto, and in
the whole popular discussion also, no such pre-
posterous inference of fnsteninge half of our war
deliv on Great Erituin was ever thought of, and
4 nol now.

The folly of this eatimate as o practieal settle-
ment is sutlielontly evident—to say nothing of
the point it confuses in international law,

The Epglish press, however, were not to
blame for jumping at first to the conclasion
which Mr, Sumuner's loose logle seems to couvey.
But, after “driving o conech and gix"” through
thitt logie, snd baek again through the rhetorie,
they have concluded, and very properly, that the
American people at least never conld have made
that pecuniary demnnd, whatever else they may
ask. And, a8 o matter of fnct, save lor one or
two wild propositions, 1ike the Tribune’s, to “take
Canada in payment,” made purely from sensa-
tlonal motives, and r-]u-'-:lil_\' dropped, without
response in public seftiment; no such prepos-
terous pecuniary elaim as the English papers
first saw, hasever been broachod.

We shall freely admit, however, that, ombit-
tered by war memories, the present disposition
of the Amerlean people seems th b not Lo enter
into negotlations for the settlement of the Ala-
b, dispaite, without a prior ac knowledgment
of the national responsibility of England (by
renson of her governmental action ot varioos
ties) for the reparation of the dymnges inflicted
by the Alabima.
